BAD FIRE IN A STORE 


The Race Clothing Manufac- 


turing Company Suffer 


a Heavy Loss. 


Estimated Damage $15,OOO—In- 


surance $Q3,OOO on Stock— 
$I7,5OO on Building—Good 


Work by Firemen. 


From Wednesday's Dally, 


The Baoe Clothing 
Manufacturing 


Company, at the old stand on North 
Water street, Buffered a severs scorch 
last night by fire, and but for the splen- 
did work of the efficient fire department, 
that section .of the business portion ot 
the city might be in ruins to-day. The 
fire was discovered nt 11:80 o'clock by 
several parties, including Arthur Race 
who had been at a social gathering and 
was on his way home. He saw the bleze 
near the office at the rear on the first 
floor. He at onoe ran to the No. 1 hose 
house and gave tbe alarm. Instantly 
the gong Bounded, and the No. 1 
and No. 2 crews were at the scene. The 
rear part of the store, close to the office 
desks and north of the skylight opening, 
was 8. mass of flames, and it seemed at 
first that it woald be a hopeless task to 
try to check the fire. Bat the Chemical 
crew pressed forward through the smoke 
and, after skillful management, soon had 
the fire under control. The centre of 
the fire was at the general desk near the 
window on the north side of tbe room, 
and the flames bad communicated to 
piles of clothing resting npon tables in 
that part of the establishment. 
The 


room from end to end was filled with 
smoke, and much of it went np through 
the openings to the lop of the third floor. 
The paint was blistered on the wood- 
work, and furniture generally was dam- 
aged. Hundreds of pantaloons were de- 
stroyed. Owing to the quick work done 
by the Chemical but little water was 
thrown from direct pressure, and conse- 
quently water damage was slight. The 
building was not seriously damaged. The 
injury to the stock cannot be accurately 
stated. This morning J. W. Race stated 
that $15,000 to $20,000 would cover tbe 
loss. The company carries $93,000 insur- 
ance on the stock and $17,500 on the 
building &nd machinery. The adjusters 
have been notified by local agents to 
come to Deoatur at once and adjust the 
loss, Until they appear the goods dam- 
aged will not be disturbed. There are 
over 1.000 garments to be inspected. In 
tbe vicinity of the fire were stacks of the 
finest quality of suits carried by the com- 
pany, none below $20 in value. Tha fire 
has not interfered with tha wholesale 
business of the company, Muny orders 
were filled and shipments made as usual 
to-day. 
In the retail department the 


damaged stock will be left untouched. 
Duplicate stock in the basement will be 
put on sale to supply culls for suite. 
There was no damage in the gents' fur- 
nishing and merchant tailoriLg depart- 
ment in the south room. 


How the fire started is something of a 


mystery. There was uofire near the office 
at six o'clock when the store was closed. 
None near the desk at the window, nor 
nowhere else. After sapper F. H. Wood, 
the foreman of the manufacturing de- 
partment, and five other employes re- 
turned to the store to do some work. 
They remained at the store on the tipper 
floors until 9:45 o'clock when they de- 
parted. All went; out down the side 
stairway, except Mr. Wood who passed 
oat through the store door. All evening 
Mr. Wood was employed on the second 
floor at tbe skylight opening. He states 
that he notioed no smell of smoke com- 
ing np from below while he was at the 
counters. Had there been any smoke he 
would have noticed it at onoe. And 
when he came down the inside stairway 
to depart there was 110 fire and no evi- 
dence of smoko. 


The firemen state that the fire was 


hottest near the north window. One 
fireman who held the Chemical nozzle 
said he noticed that a pane of glaes was 
out of tbe window, and (bat when the 
water struck the outside shutters they 
flew open quickly. The shutters at tbe 
closing hour were fastened on tbe inside 
with an iron clasp. If the theory of in- 
cendiarism is to be accepted, tbe fire- 
man's statement will have considerable 
weight. There is a small court on the 
north side of the building, and any party 
who had a way ot opening tbe shutters 
from the outside might have effected an 
entrance at that point. 


Tbe firemen deserve great praise for 


their effioient work. 
Fortunately they 


reached the scene before the flames bad 
full swing, but they had a fierce and hot 
foe to battle with jost the eame. 
They 


faced it courageously and quickly had it 
under control. 
The members of the 


Clothing Company are under lasting 
obligations to the firemen for their good 
work.

Burglars and Taeir Pranks at Mt. 


Zion Saturday Might. 


The village of Mt, Zion is never with- 


out a sensation which serves to keep it 
before the people. The people of the 
village are all right and always up with 
the procession and what is to their credit 
every citizen is for Zion, both in and out 
of season. Recently a movement look- 
ing to the opening of a coal shaft was 
inaugurated. This waa a hint to the 
wiee that in their gettings they get 
wealth and thare being no bank in Zion 
and no iron doors behind which filthy 
lucre could be secured against thieves, 
of course it occurred to the average bur- 
glar that a raid on Zion would yield pay 
dirt. Last Saturday night or early Bun- 
day morning burglars visited the sacred 
city. In the night when all the good 
people were sleeping the sleep of the 
just, they came. They first went to J. 
C. Boyoe's lumber yard where from the 
wagon shop they secured a pick and 
some chisels and thus armed they pro- 
ceeded

vent to Marion Fisk'i grocery store and 
pried open the door and helped them- 
selves to cigars, oranges and canned 
fruit. Then they broke open in the door 
to A10B2.O Pieroe'a store and tooksaoh 
delicacies from the shelves and show 
oases as they could us», but in none of 
these places did they secure a cent of 
money. The people were coo careful to 
leave their ready cash lie around where 
burglars could secure it by the use ot a 
pick and shovel, or where they could be 
"enisled" oat of it. 
After doing this 


work the thieves went to the depot, 
forced the door and made a fire in the 
etove and warmed themselves, after 
wbiob they took their departure. No 
one saw them and no one knows where 
they have gone and the wisest cannot 
formulate a respectable suspicion as to 
who the thieves are.

Litigation from Macon Against a 


'Squire and a Constable. 


There was a peculiar case before Jus- 


tice Shorb this forenoon which was 
quickly disposed of satisfactorily to the 
defendants, who e,re still wondering why 
they were sued as individuals and not as 
officers. Some time ago Gus Dorsey, a 
minor, by his father Aloczo Dorsey, 
brought suit against James Cook and 
Oren Cook, in ^'Squire Daggett'e court at 
Maoon, 10 recover $27 for labor. Judg- 
ment was secured and the execution was 
issued and handed to Constable Wil- 
longhby to serve. The execution was 
satisfied March 6th by the payment of 
the claim in full by lha Cook brothers. 
The Doraeys, through some influence at 
preeent unknown, became uneasy a week 
ago and suit was brongbt against Dag- 
gett and Willonghby, individually, not 
as officials, for malfeasance in office, the 
amount of damages being placed at 8^00. 
AloDzo Dorsey was the plaintiff, not the 
"P ople for the nsa of, etc," which should 
hnv6 been the correct form; and then 
Daggett and Willoughby wtre not de- 
scribed as justice and constable respec- 
tively, and their bondsmen were not 
made defendants. 
The (<xeontion was 


less than twelve days old, and it atill had 
nearly sixty days to run, when the judg- 
ment wan paid i-» full. 
In no way were 


D«gj;ett and Willoughby derelict in their 
offioial duty. 
On the other hand they 


were unusually prompt, and the plaintiff 
got his money quite speedily.

this morning Attorney 1. D. Walker

A VICIOUS BILL. 


If Passed win Wipe Out Svery 


Form of Order Insurance 


in the State. 


If Senate Bill No. 100, introduced in 


the senate at Springfield by 0. Porter 
Johnson ot Chicago, ever become:i a law, 
it will wipe ont of existence in this state 
every association or froteinal organiza- 
tion whose excuse for existence is the life 
insurance of members and the paying ot 
money to the widows and orphann. Mr. 
Johnson's bill was introduced January 
25, and after being read was ordered 
printed and referred to the oomm ttue on 
insurance. This committee fouml noth- 
ing objectionable in the bill and it was 
ordered to a second reading wi hout an 
amendment and to-day comes np for 
final or third reading. 


The first section of the bill is as fol- 


lows: 


SECTION l.-Ttmt all corporations, associa- 


tions, fraternities, partnerships or inu'vlduala 
doing business in tbis state under any charter, 
compact, agreement or statute o( till i or any 
other state, Involving an Insurance, guarantee, 
contract or pledge for the payment of money or 
other things of value to families or representa- 
tives or policy or certificate holders or nemben 
conditional upon the continuation or Cessation 
ol human lite, shall, before doing any business 
In this state, comply with tbe conditions of this 
act. 


In the concluding words "comply with 


the conditions ot this act" ie thi> "little 
joker" of the bill.

they will not be seriously disturbed. 
Speaking of this appointment a Boston 
special says the appointment of Mr. 
Richard Olney as Attorney-General has 
occasioned a good deal of criticism on 
account of his connection with a num- 
ber of great corporations. 
He ia not 


only the attorney of a number of the 
eading railroads, like the Atohison and 
Turlington, but is also said to be a direc- 
tor of the Burlington as well as general 
counsel. It is said that he owes his ap 
pomtment to the influence of men who 
are prominent in the Bell Telephone 
compacy, bio business and personal rela- 
ions being very close with these people, 
[he immense capital stock of the Bell 
ximpany is owned almost exclusively by 
Boston capitalists, many of whom are 
.he friends, neighbors and business aaso- 
liates of Mr. Olney. It is furthermore 
mown that the Bell company has re- 
cently taken out important patents on 
pplioations which have been pending 
or many years and it is the intention 
>y means of them to keep up their 120- 
nopoly on the telephone business for 
about fifteen years after the ordinal 
Jell patents expire 
this year and 


next. The intention of the monopoly 
is to run until the year 1908. Attorney- 
General Miller during the last month be- 
gun a suit in ihe name of the United 
States to repeal the most important of 
these patents, and he is quoted BB saying 
he believes the suit will succeed, There 
are other Bell patents which it is claimed 
were illegally issued and which the at- 
torney-goneral ouyht to look into with 
that end in view. As the new attorney- 
general, Mr. Olney, will have the entire 
control of the suit which Attorney-Gan- 
eral Miller begun and will also have to 
decide whether other si.ite are brought, 
it will at onoe be eeen in wh'it an awk- 
ward and disadvantageous position the 
government wili be placed m having as 
its attorney one who is BO intimately con- 
nected with the great corporation. It is 
evident the declarations in the message 
concerning trusts were made to tickle 
the fancy of the people and the appoint- 
ment of the chief law officer whose duty 
it is to prosecute trusts was intended to 
S'tisfy the trasts, Evidently the trusts 
have the best of it. 


T.JE recaption to Ei-President Harri- 


son by his old neighbors iu Indianapolis 
upon his return from Washington and 
his service to hsj country as its chief

"Jf atsrnaiism" and "Tariff Reiortn. 


It :s to be deplored tfcat Presiden 


Cleveland, wifh all h'3 reputation fo 
supposed independence, either laokec 
the courage or political honesty to be f ai 
with the people in hia inaugural address 
In this respect be does not compare fa 
voraWy with his predecessor, who neve 
dealt in ambiqaitiee. The people wer 
never at a loss to formulate an opinion 
as to what he meant, Thie comes from 
the faot that Mr, Harrieon represented a 
party that has the courage of its oonvic 
tione, while Cleveland represents a party 
that works for power by indirection. On 
the two mam questions that concern the 
people at this time tbe Democratic party 
ia divided and Mr. Cleveland failed to 
exercise the courage to talk plainly abou 
them. These are tbe tariff and the sil 
ver questions. 


The Democratic platform declares it to 


be a fundamental principle ot the party 
that protection is unconstitutional. Mr 
Cleveland talks about "tariff reform" in 
stead of openly declaring protection to 
be unconstitutional and that in obe- 
dience to the result ot the election every 
feature of protection shall be wiped out 
And he then proceeds to farther befog 
the minds of the people by the use of a 
new word with which to bait the publio 
during his term oT office—the word "pa 
ternahsm." 


What is "paternalism," as applied to 


the general government? Prior to 1861 
it WBS "dtate Sovereijyty," and it was a 
belief in that dogma that led South 
Carolina to nullify the tariff laws of the 
Federal government, and later on led the 
South to secede from the Union. In de- 
nying the power of the Federal govern- 
ment they denied what Cleveland now 
calls its "paternalism " 


After the war when the Federal gov- 


ernment, under the Republican party 
attempted to give the states a republican 
form ot government, the same people 
modified their demand for state sover- 
eignty to "Home Rnle," which was a de- 
nial of the right of the government to 
enforce Federal law in the states. Mr. 
Cleveland's "paternalism" belongs to the 
same crop, but is disguised to deceive 
the people as to its true meaning. Mr, 
Cleveland says: 


The verdict rf our voters which con- 


demned the injury of maintaining pro- 
tection for protection's sake enjoins 
upon the people's servants the duty of 
destroying the brood of kindred evils 
which are the unwholesome progeny of 
paternalism. 


What is paternalism in the Cleveland 


lexicon? It is national legislation for 
the benefit of tbe people. 
If the enact- 


ment of protective tariff laws is "pater- 
nalism," the enactment of revenue laws 
is no less "paternalism," and yet he says 
in defining "paternalism:" 


I refer to the prevalence of a popular 


disposition to expect from the operation 
of the government especial and direct 
individual advantages. 


Thi« is precisely what the people have 


a right to expect. This is what the 
Democratic party promised the people in 
the campaign, and it was upon this prom- 
ise that Mr. Cleveland was elected, and 
it is rank cowardice and reckless dishon- 
esty to hide behind an ambiguity as an 
excuse for the adoption of a bad policy. 
It is no less "paternalism" to enact laws 
in relalion 
to 
inter-stute commerce, 


bankruptcy, elections, divorce, lotteries, 
and so on, than it is to enact laws in re- 
lation to the tariff and finances. The 
government is not an imperial thing, an 
entity outside the people, as Cleveland 
assumes. Lincoln said it was "of the 
people and for the people and by the 
people." There is no "paternalism" about 
ts aots. It is the people acting for 
;hemselves by their representatives and 
they act for themselves and in their own 
interests and it is useless for Mr. Cleve- 
and to attempt to confuse the publio 
mind on this matter. The Republicans 
believe that a protective tariff is best for 
.he people, The Democrats have de- 
clared that protection is not only bad 
but unconstitutional, and the result of 
;he election gives the Democrats author- 
ty to try their policy for the benefit of 
;he people, and they do not want Mr. 
Cleveland to begin harping about pater- 
nalism. 
What they want is for Mr. 


Cleveland and his party in plain English 
;o go to work and carry out the Demo- 
cratic platform and campaign declara- 
tions m relation to tbe tariff.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


(From Our Regular Correspondent.! 


WASHINGTON, March 6,1893. 


The Republican party bas turned the 


government in all its departments, tx- 
cept tbe judicial, over to tbe Democratic 
party, in accordance with tba verdict 
rendered at tbe polls last November, and 
it can now afford to calmly await the 
reenlt, hoping for tbe best, and prepared 
to admit that it was wrong if tbe new 
congress and administration can carry 
out the platform adopted by the last 
national convention of the Democratic 
party without causing a serious shook to 
tbe commercial and industrial interests 
of the oonntry. But it is already appar 
ent that the pledges of the Democratic 
platform will not be carried out, certainly 
not the one relating to the tariff. There 
will be no tariff smashing, only a slight 
ehake-up. 


Mr. ClevelaLd'a 
inauguration was 


quite a freezing affair. 
Icicles were 


more plentiful than enthusiasm, Seats 
on the street stands which were intended 
to be filled with people—at from one to 
five dollars a head—were covered by 
two or three inches of snow and swept 
by cold northwest winds which gave the 
participants in tha parade a stiff and 
half frozen appearance. The only real 
enthusiasm your correspondent saw dis- 
played during the day was aroused in 
the southern contingent, which it is 
needless to say was numerous, by the 
appearance ot Gen. Fitz. Lee, of Vir- 
ginia, who commanded one of the divis- 
ions. That enthusiasm was particularly 
boisterous when Mr. Cleveland cdbrly 
bent himself 
double to return the 


haughty bow which was given him by 
the proud Lee as he rode past the Presi- 
dential reviewing stand. 


Gen. Harrison took Mr. Cleveland 


from the White House to the Capitol and 
back again in his carriage, but he de- 
clined accompanying Mr. Cleveland upon 
the reviewing stand, because, for one 
reason, he had a previous engagement to 
attend a farewell dinner given to himself 
and the members of his cabinet and their 
families by ex-Postmaster General Wan- 
amaker, at the close of which he took a 
special irain fo" Indianapolis. 


There is ona sentence in the presi- 


dent's inaugural address that has carried 
consternation into the ranks of the office- 
seekers, who are more numerous in 
Washington than ever before. The lan- 
guage is emphatic, and they have taken 
it as intended to be personal to them, as 
it doubtless was, Following is the sen- 
tence referred to, which is as interesting 
to Democratic office-seekers in your sec- 
tion as to those here to present their 
claims m person: "One mode of the mis- 
appropriation of funds is avoided when 
appointments to office, instead of being 
;he rewards of partisan activity, are 
awarded 
to those 
whose 
effiioenoy 


promises a fair return of work for the 
compensation paid to them. To secure 


fitness and competency of appointees 


;o office, and to remove from political ac- 
;ion the demoralizing madness for spoile, 
civil service reform has found a place in 
our pnblio policy and laws. One of the 
direct results of this plain talk was the 
determination of the Tammany bosses, 
jefore they left Washington, that no 
Tammany man should become an appli- 
cant for a federal office, although they 
stand prepared to furnish men to fill as 
many offices as Mr. Cleveland may offer 
.hem, but they must be offered without 
>eing asked for, say the bosses.

877, and that has until January 30th of 
i»xt year to run. These are not all the 
intents owned and controlled by the 
Sell Telephone company which have run 
nt, for February .-1st the Blake trans- 
mitter, whioh receives speech and trans- 
mits it over the wire and whioh for many 
ears was operated by the Bell company, 
>ecame the property of the public. So 
ays a Washington, dispatch. Bnt not- 
withstanding this, officials of the Bell 
'elephone company declare that the 
round upon which that great monopoly 
tands is no weaker and that it is as able 
:ow as ever to maintain its position as 
ontroller of tbe field.

Taking- the Oath. 


At the conclusion of his remarks Mr. Cleve- 


land turned around to tho chief justice, who 
was attired in the robes of his office, to take the 
oath prescribed by the constitution. Chief- 
Justice Fuller and the other persons near to the 
president removed their hats, and with bared 
heads listened to the taking of the oath ol 
office, which was pronounced by'Chlef-Justlc* 
Fuller In a clear voice, Mr. Cleveland assenting 
to it by bowing hia head and kissing the Bible, 


Tho oath of office taken by the president is 


the constitutional oath and reads as follows: 
"I do solemnly owear that I will faithfully 
execute the office of president of the United 
States, and will, to tho best of my ability, pro- 
tect and defend the constitution of the United 
States." 


The Bible used In the ceremony was given 


President Cleveland by his mother forty-nine 
years ago. It was brought to the capitol t>y 
Edwin F. Beeth, of Michigan, and delivered to 
Mr. James McKlnny, clerk of the suprem* 
court, with a message from Don M. Dickinson, 
stating It "was Mr. Cleveland's wish that ths 
chief Justice use the book in the ceremonies. 


After tho delivery of the Inaugural addresa 


President Cleveland and ei-Presldent Harrison 
retired to the chamber, repairing at once to 
Mr. Morton's private room. Here a lunch was 
ready. After the lunch and a few minntei 
spent in chatting with those present, Mr. 
Cleveland and Mr. Harrison emerged from th« 
room. As they Imttoneu up their coats and 
started toward th e basement stairs, Mr. Har- 
rison said to Mr. Cleveland, laughing: "Wo 
will go to ths White House and turn things 
over to you," and the two central figures ol 
yesterday's American quadrennial exhibition 
tripped as lightly as boys down the marbli 
stairway and gained their carriage. 


Tho troops, who had been stamping their 


feet endeavoring to keep warm, formed in line, 
and it 2:10 o'clock, and after tho usual riding 
about of tlie orderlies, the line of proces- 
sion was started., Gen. Martin, grand marshal 
leading tho way, followed by his staff. At the 
senate wing of tbe capitol the marshal and his 
aides halted until President Cleveland and Mr. 
Harrison could enter carriages and taka their 
places in tho lino of procession. 


The guns at Fort Myer, at Washington bar- 


racks and nt tho navy yard thundered out a 
peal of salute when Mr. Harrison left the 
White House, and again when President Cleve- 
land took the oath of ofllce, 


The 15,000 souls, moro or less, patiently waited 


the approach of tho presidential party to tho 
reviewing sland in the grounds of tho Whito 
House, who probably will never forget tho 
experlcm es of tho day. A hearty cheer greeted 
Mr. Cleveland's appearance on the reviewing 
stand, and tho shouts redoubled as he took his 
place in tho conspicuous projection of the 
structure, where ho stood during the parade. 
He was soon followed by Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. 
Stevenson, Mrs. Lament and the other ladies 
who had been with tho presidential party all 
day. They came at a moment when the crowd 
was Interested In the passing troops, and their 
presence was unnoticed. The president ap- 
peared before tho multitude, and whilo tho 
cheers were yet sounding in his honor an aldo 
of tho grand marshal, stationed opposite there- 
viewing stand, galloped at full speed down 
Pennsylvania avenue and gave tho signal for 
tho march to be resumed. 
The Procession. 


Tho bugles sounded "Forward, march," tha 


officers repeated their commands and tho line 
of march was again taken up from the point 
where the head of the column had halted, op- 
posite tho treasury department. 


Mr. Cleveland saluted tho national flag when 


it passed him. Ho also bowed to personal 
friends in tho parade.

A Second-Class Ticket Holder Can 


Mot Bide in a Pullman Car. 


Ths Illinois appellate court has handed 


down an opinion of some interest in the 
ci'ise of the Pullman Car Go. VB. Lee. 
Lee purohusad a seoond-elBsa passenger 
ticket on the Pennsylvania railroad and 
tben paid for and was assigned a berth 
in B Pullman s'eeper, noiwithstanding 
the arrangement between the railroad 
company and the Pullman company was 
that the latter ehou'd furnish accommo- 
dations only to holders of first-class 
tickets over the railroad. In this oaaa 
the sleeping oar berth was sold through 
an oversight, and when the error was dis- 
covered a tender was made to Lee of the 
money he had paid for the berth. He 
refused to accept it, or to pay for a first- 
class railroad ticket, acd was ejected. 
He brought suit in the Cumberland cir- 
cuit court, for damages, and was awarded 
8200. The company appealed and the 
appellate court reverses the judgment of 
the lower court.

In tlio face of ttie howling wind, not seeming 
to mind tlio cold and tho waves of drifted snow 
tliat were whirled In his face. His overcoat 
was buttoned tightly about his throat. During 
the whole time the parafto was passing Mr. 
Cleveland stood in one position and carefully 
•canned the lines of marching men. 


A hugo whito blanket was seat out shortly 


after tho procession began passing, under the 
folds of which Vice-President Stevenson and 
Chairman Harrlty made themselves compara> 
lively comfortable. Towards evening tha la* 
dies of tho party retired from the stand and 
did not return. 


But the enthusiasm of tha multitude In the 


vicinity of the reviewing stand was not half 
vented until Gen. Fitzhugh Leo mado Ins ap- 
pearance at tho head of tho third division. Tho 
ovation that had been given all along the routo 
of tho par-ide. apparently reached its highest 
point as he saluted tho new president. Cheer 
followed cheer, and the throng on tho staml 
Joined in the demonstration. The shouts were 
taken ur ylth renewed vigor v,hcn tho 
dent returned Gen. Lee's salutation, and lonj 
after the ex-governor had passed the echo ol 
cheers in his honor came to those of the presi- 
dential party.

to tho president renewed cheering greeted him 


The first grand division passed the reviewing 


atand at 5:15 o'clock exactly. Just at this tim» 
a large number of Pennsylvania mllitlame.3 
who had withdrawn from t Ue parade and been 
allowed to break ranks can o down Pennsylva- 
nia avenue towards tlie reviewing stand and 
pushing thrown the lines of policemen (fath- 
ered under Mr. Cleveland and crowded thd 
stand in such a manner as to prevent tho lead- 
ins organizations of tin; second grand division 
from passing. 


Col. "William Dickson, chief marshal of. tho 


divKlon and the members of his staff, were 
disorganized by tho mob and for a while il 
looked as if the forces would trample down 
some of the tco curious soldiers. Fortunately, 
however, the police succeeded in clearing tho 
line of mnrcr, and in so doing arrested a sol- 
dier for alleged disorderly conduct. The po- 
licemen stnrteu with ihcir prisoner on a run 
for a neighboring poLrol wagon. When tho 
comrades of the arrested man saw him in tho 
custody of the onicei-s they made a rush as if 
to attempt a rescue. Tt looked for a few 
minutes as though a formidable riot was immi- 
nent, but the determined action of a number of 
policemen in keeping back the crowd and the 
Intervening lines ot organizations that wcro 
passing, prevented any serious consequences 
and the prisoner was whisked off to the station. 


Gen. Josiah Porter, adjutant general of tho 


national guard of the state of New York, with 
a mounted staff, rode at the head of. the second 
grand division. One of the features of the pa- 
rado was the Tammany hall society of New 
York, Gov. Flower and staff, who rode in car- 
riages, were enthusiastically cheered all along 
the line. When the governor reached the press 
stand ho responded to tho applause which 
greeted him by rising in his carriage, lifting 
his hat and bowing a number of times. Again, 
aa he passed tho presidential stand, he stood 
erect In his carriage aud bowed to the presi- 
dent. 
Then came the assembly district organiza- 


tions headed by their respective chiefs. No 
one who witnessed the marching of the power- 
ful Tammany society In review before Presi- 
ueat Cleveland, yesterday could entertain any 
reasonable doubts of tho sincerity of their re- 
spective greetings. When tho last of the district 
organizations had passed they turned about 
and mado a rush for the presidential stand. 


A thousand more crowded around it, and with 


the greatest enthusiasm cheered him roundly. 
A squad of mounted police, however, Boon had 
the way clear and the procession again moved 
forward. 


Chicago was represented by the Iroquois club 


and tho County Democratic Marching: club. 
Tho Iroquois had with them the famous Pull- 
man band. 


The shadows of night were beginning to fall 


when the Cleveland Democratic club of Buffalo 
passed the stand. Marching proud and erect, 
with their uniform black top coats and silk 
bats, they made an appearance that did credit 
to the president's home. Every head was bared 
as ULQ contingent went by to the strains of 
"Annie Laurie." 


The members of the Duckworth club of Cin- 


cinnati headed the procession with a company 
of regulars, and the members of the Young 
Men's Democratic club of New York brought 
'their umbrellas to n ilitary attention and sa- 
luted the president as they went by tbe stand. 


An express cart bearing a life-sized repre- 


sentation in wax of tae starred goddess, then 
passed. 


It was exactly 7 o'clock when the last rank 


went by, anil d'isbanaed in front of the army 
department, so that the parade had occupied 
but ten minutes short of Hve hours in passing 
the reviewing stand.

The Record for Thirteen Years- 


Interesting Statistics. 


The following is a weather record for 


March for the last thirteen years and 
will provo interesting: 
The mean or 


normal temperature for the period stated, 
was 39 degrees Fahrenheit. The warmest 
March was that ot f892, with an average 
ot 44 degrees, and the coldest March was 
that ot 1891, with an average ot 34 de- 
grees. Tbe highest temperature during 
any March was 77 degrees, on the 18tb, 
in 1886, and the lowest 2 degrees, on the 
1st, in 1890, and the 4th, in 1891. Tbe 
average date of the last killing frost is 
April 24. The average precipitation for 
the month has been 2.64 inches; the 
greatest monthly precipitation was 4.92 
inches, in 1882, and the least .17 ot an 
inch, in 1886. The greatest amount of 
precipitation recorded in any 24 ooneeon- 
tive hours was 1.60 inches on March 18, 
1881. 
The greatest amount ot snowfall 


recorded in 24 consecutive hours wss 5 
inches, on March 7, 1884. The average 
number of clear days has been 8, partly 
cloudy days 12, cloudy 11. The prevail 
iog winds have been from the northwest 
and the highest velocity of wind during 
any March 48 miles on the the 27th, 1880.
